Miniſter exerted - 
his utmoſt; and this indeed was a Cauſe 
truly worthy of him. During his whole 
Adminiftration he had made it his Buſi- 
neſs to go about doing Evil; to blot out 
all Remembrance of Juſtice; to make a 
Mock of Conſcience ; to brand Honour for 
Phrenſy, Liberty for a Phantom; and the 
Love of Country for Cant and Enthuſi- 
aſm.

The Succeſs of the above Bill in our Houle

but was at length carried in the Affirmative,

The 25th of May the Indemnity Bill 
above-mentioned was read in the Houſe of 
Peers for the ſecond Time, the Lords being 
ſummoned upon that Occaſion, when after 
a long and needleſs Debate it was ſent a pack- 
ing to its Comrades the Place and Penfion 
Bills, upon a Diviſion 109 againſt 57, Proxies 
included — Soh! — moſt merciful Lords ! 
Whar right honourable Peer or Right Reve- 
rend Father- in- G Od would put it in People's 
Power to tell dangerous Truths? — Why yes 
there were ſome in that Houſe who had no 
more good Nature or Chriſtian Charity than 
ſtrenuouſly to promote it, and, upon the 
Bill's being rejected, to enter a bitter Proteſt, 
ſigned by 28 of them. 
The ſame Day the Commons rejected a 
Bill which had been brought in for the

Relief of inſolvent Debtors, upon a Div{- 
ſion 87 againſt 79, as, the Day before, they 
had done a Bill for the more eaſy Recovery 
of ſmall Debts, 111 againſt 97. They then 
' proceeded to ballot for Seven Commiſſio- 
ners to ſtate and examine the publick Ac- 
counts of the Kingdom; tho' this proved 
afterwards to be an unneceſſary Trouble, for 
the Bill, by which ſuch a Commiſſion was 
appointed, was thrown out of the Houſe the 
Week following, upon a Diviſion 136 againſt 
5 There having been heavy Heart-burnings 
in our Houſe upon the Lords rejecting the 
Indemnification Bill, a Motion was made 
the 26th, that a Committee ſhould be ap- 
pane. to inſpe& into the Journal of the 
ouſe of Peers, and to report the Reaſons 
of their Lordſhips moſt wonderfull. Conduct 
in that Reſpect. This Motion was ſtrongly 
combated by the late Miniſter's Adherents, 
bur the hone/? Party carried the Day, upon a 
Diviſion 167 againſt 159; and a Committee 
was accordingly appointed. The next Day 
they gave in their Report, in Conſequence 
of which a Motion was made, that the Lords 
Having not concurred with them in that Bull, 
was an Obſtruction to Fuſtice, and might 
prove fatal to the Liberties of this Nation ; 
which Motion, however juſt, neceſſary and 
laudable, had a Negative caſt upon it on a 
Diviſion 245 to 193. Thus all Means were

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now taken away of rendering the Enquiry of 
the Committee in any Meaſure ſucceſifull. 
The Commons having the March before 
received a Petition of the Inhabitants of 
Weſtminſter complaining of the irregular and 
fraudulent Practices of Select Veſtries, and 
referred the ſame to a Committee, who 
made ſeveral Reports thereupon, my Lord 
Percival made a Motion the 28th of this 
Month for Leave to bring in a Bill re- 
lating to ſuch Veſtries; but it was net a 
Motion it ſeems accommodated to the 
preſent Diſpoſition of the Houſe; it was 
therefore rejected 160 againſt 130, and 
a much better carried in its Room, which 
was for granting Eight hundred Thouſand 
Pounds mire to His Majeſty, on Annuities 
at Three per Cent. payable out of the Sink- 
ing Fund. The Sum at that Time to be 
rais'd, was but Something upwards of Seven 
Hundred Thouſand Pounds, but the right 
liberal Commons, in ſpite of all Arguments 
to the contrary, inſiſted upon making it a 
round Sum, as they termed it.

parted with the only Means which could 
make the obtaining of them likely, When 
the Court had got all the Money it wanted, 
the People, they well knew, might go 
whiſtle after their Claims. Where was their 
Honour, then? Where was their Integrity, 
where their boaſted Patriotiſm? All the 
Motions therefore made by thoſe Gentlemen, 
which regarded the Satisfaction and Security 
of the People, all the Bills paſſed in the 
Houſe of Commons to that End, and all 
the affected Buſtle made about them, after 
they had given this Power out of their 
Hands, was mere ſolemn Farce, an Endea- 
vour only to fling Duſt into the Eyes of their 
Conſtituents, and without the leaſt Hopes or 
Expectation of their ſucceeding in the other 
Houſe, ---- but to return to the Buſineſs. 
About this Time a Motion was made in. 
our Houſe, after the reading of the new-

The Call of the Houſe of Commons, 
Which had been adjourned from Time to 

Time, was now put off for Two Months, up- 
on which ſeveral of the truly honeſt Party, 
preg that nothing of any Service could 

done this Seſſions, retired to their reſpective 

Countries, grieving that they were obliged to 
give their Conſtituents ſo poor an Account of 
the long Attendance, painful Watchings, 
and frequent Faſtings, they had undergone

The 31ſt of this Month the Commons, 
after ſome Debate, ordered the Journals of 
the Houſe to be printed in 30 Volumes 
Folio, commencing with the Book call'd 
Seymour, which begins with the Reign of 
King Edward the Sixth; and the next Day, 
being the firſt of June, the Right Honour- 

ables and Right Reverends rejected the Bill, 
Which had unanimouſly paſſed our Houſe, 
for the better ſecuring of the Trade and Na- 
vigation of the Kingdom in Time of War, 
upon a Diviſion 59 againſt 25. 

People had now done wondering at any 
Thing that was tranſacted in ſome Places, 
otherwiſe they might have marvell'd greatly

Two Days after this both Houſes adjourn» 
ed to the ioth, on account of the Wh:tſun- 
Holidays, and the 16th following the King 
went to the Houſe of Peers, and moſt gract- 
ouſly gave the Royal Aſſent to the Bill for 
granting 8000007. to his Majeſty, and more 
Bills for Turnpikes, Houſes of Correction, 
Se. The ſame Day the Commons put off, for 
two Months, the Report of a Bill they had 
gone through, for the farther Qualification 
of Juſtices of the Peace, upon a Diviſion 
152 againſt 104, As this was a Bill very 
much wanting, eſpecially with regard to the 
Traders in that Buſineſs in and about the Ci- 
ties of London and Weſtminſter, no Body will 
wonder that it now miſcarried, _ 
The 29th of this Month we received a Re- 
port from the Committee which had been 
appointed to examine into the State of Geore 
gia, and the Petition of one Stevens pre-

Thus ended our political Campaign, when 
the Forces of both Sides, after having kept“ 
the Field upwards of Seven Months, peace- 
ably retired to their Summer Quarters. 

Having thus given my Reader a punctual 
Relation of the various Incidents which 
paſſed in both Houſes the laſt very remark-' 
able Seſſions of Parliament, and made ſuch 
Reflections as naturally offered themſelves 
thereupon, I ſhall, by Way of Concluſion,
